EXECUTIVE  REORGANIZATION  ORDER  9-71 


Executive  Reorganization  Order  Implementing  the  Department  of        / 
Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  Pursuant  to  the  Executive 
Reorganization  Act  of  1971 


Under  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971  (Laws  of  Montana, 
1971,  Chapter  272) ,  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  sign  executive 
orders  implementing  the  various  chapters  of  the  Act. 

THEREFORE,  I,  FORREST  II.  ANDERSON,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in  me,  order  that: 

1.  Chapter  6  (Sections  82A-601  through  82A-609)  of  the  Execu- 
tive Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  providing  for  the  creation  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences,  shall  be  effective 
November  29,  1971. 

2.  From  and  after  November  29,  1971,  the  Department  and  its 
functions  shall  be  organized,  supervised,  administered,  and  executed 
pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  the  Constitu- 
tion, other  statutes  of  the  state,  and  the  reorganization  plan 
(dated  November  15,  1971)  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  executive  officer  of  the  Department  of  Health. 

3.  This  executive  order  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
judicial  or  administrative  proceeding  pending  or  which  could  have 
been  commenced  before  the  date  of  the  order,  and  the  department 

or  unit  which  succeeds  to  the  functions  of  an  agency  transferred  or 
retained  by  this  order  shall  be  substituted  as  a  party  in  interest. 

4.  The  Department's  organization  charts  and  descriptions  of 
major  programs  are  appended  to  this  order.   However,  the  Secretary 
of  State  need  not  send  the  charts  and  descriptions  of  major  programs 
to  those  persons  named  in  Section  6  of  the  Executive  Reorganization 
Act  as  a  part  of  this  order.

MAJOR  PROGRAMS 


DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH  &  ENVIRONMENTAL  SCIENCES 


CENTRALIZED  SERVICES  '       \ 

1)  The  centralized  services  program  furnishes  supervision  and  administrative 
support  to  the  operating  programs  of  the  Department.   It  conducts  the 
personnel  administration  and  financial  management  and  is  responsible  for 
acquiring  the  personnel  materials,  space,  and  services  required  in  the 
operations  of  the  various  public  health  programs.   Included  are  educational 
activities  to  make  the  programs  more  effective;  maintenance  of  vital  re- 
cords for  the  citizens  of  the  state;  furnishing  of  statistical  services  to 
identify  health  problems  and  to  evaluate  health  programs;  financial  support 
and  administrative  consultation  and  supervision  furnished  to  local  health 
departments  to  assist  the  delivery  of  quality  health  and  environmental 
services  at  the  consumer  level;  and  supervision  of  all  nurses  in  the  Depart- 
ment from  a  professional  standpoint  and  all  public  health  nurses  employed  by 
local  health  departments  or  school  districts.

3)  Centralized  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  this  program. 
LABORATORY 


1) 


The  laboratory  provides  support  services  to  the  Divisions  of  Hospital  and 
Medical  Facilities,  Environmental  Sciences  and  Health  Services.   The 
laboratory  is  an  essential  part  of  communicable  disease  control.   Tests 
are  performed  for  almost  every  disease  producing  micro-organism.   The 
laboratory  is  available  to  assist  any  physician  in  making  a  diagnosis  of 
a  communicable  disease.   The  Department  laboratory  must  approve  any 
laboratory  in  the  state  that  conducts  serological  tests  for  syphilis. 

There  is  a  statutory  requirement  that  all  newborn  infants  be  tested  for 
PKU  (Phenylketonuria).   The  laboratory  does  this  for  all  of  the  hospitals 
in  the  state. 

The  laboratory  does  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  of  public 
and  private  drinking  water.   Food  suspected  of  causing  human  illness  is 
examined. 
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The  laboratory  does  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  water  for 
the  water  pollution  control  program. 

Limited  laboratory  tests  are  conducted  in  diabetes  and  heart  disease 
screening  programs. 

Blood  alcohol  determinations  are  done  for  law  enforcement  officials. 
The  laboratory  will  have  new  responsibilities  in  quality  control  of 
'all  alcohol  analysis  performed  by  law  enforcement  agencies. 

Quantitative  and  qualitative  analysis  of  air  contaminants  are  performed 
for  the  air  pollution  control  and  occupational  health  programs. 

The  laboratory  assists  the  Hospital  and  Medical  Facilities  Division  in 
evaluation  of  clinical  laboratories  in  hospitals  and  related  institutions 
under  the  Montana  Hospital  Licensing  Law  and  under  provisions  of  Medicare. 

The  laboratory  endeavors  to  improve  clinical  laboratories  throughout  the 
State  by  registration,  training,  and  evaluation  of  procedures.

The  laboratory  division  is  responsible  for  this  program. 


3) 


HOSPITAL  &  MEDICAL  FACILITIES 

1)   This  is  a  program  of  several  components  dealing  with  the  construction  of 
hospitals  and  medical  facilities;  the  licensing  of  the  facilities;  the 
certification  to  the  Social  Security  Administration  of  those  facilities; 
the  licensing  of  ambulance  services;  and  the  planning  and  supervision  of 
emergency  medical  services. 

An  annual  state  plan  is  written  which  describes  the  degree  of  unmet  needs 
communities  have  for  hospital  and  long  term  care  beds.   The  state  plan  is 
then  used  to  determine  priority  and  eligibility  for  federal  construction 
grants  and  loans.  All  construction  for  these  facilities  or  any  health 
facility  requiring  a  state  license  is  supervised  under  this  program.   All 
health  facilities  are  inspected  at  least  annually  to  determine  conformity 
with  state  and  federal  standards.   Effort  is  made  to  upgrade  facilities 
through  consultation.   Some  sub-standard  facilities  are  removed  from  federal 
participation  in  medicare  and  other  operations  are  terminated. 

Home  health  care  consists  of  nursing  and  other  services  in  a  person's  home. 
This  program  provides  consul t:atrion  to  develop  and  improve  these  services  and 
reports  to  the  Social  Security  Administration  as  to  conformance  with  federal 
standards. 
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Commencing  January  1,  1972,  all  ambulance  services  must  be  licensed  by 
this  program.   Prior  to  this  standards  must  be  prepared  and  adopted  by 
the  Board.   Kits  consisting  of  film  strips  and  booklets  are  sent  out 
to  a  large  variety  of  organizations  to  assist  them  in  training  indivi- 
duals in  medical  self-help.   This  is  similar  to  "first-aid"  courses. 

f    .The  federal  government  sends  the  state  complete  hospitals  which  are 

stored  in  strategic  areas  to  be  used  in  case  of  disaster.   This  hospital 
must  be  maintained  in  a  state  of  readiness.   This  program  works  and  is 
integrated  with  the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  in  disaster  planning.

3)  This  program  is  administered  by  the  Hospital  &  Medical  Facilities  Division. 

COMPREHENSIVE  HEALTH  PLANNING 

1)   The  purpose  of  Comprehensive  Health  Planning  is  to  plan  to  use  health  re- 
sources as  effectively  as  possible.   This  program  is  required  by  the  federal 
government  if  the  state  is  to  receive  certain  health  grants. 

Although  part  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences,  the 
functions  are  intended  to  be  autonomous  from  the  rest  of  the  Department  so 
as  to  facilitate  the  involvement  of  health  related  agencies  in  both  the 
public  and  private  sector. 
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An  adyisory  council  comprised  of  a  majority  of  consumer  representatives  to- 
gether with  representatives  of  health  provider  groups  is  essential  to  the 
planning  process.   Work  has  been  distributed  into  5  broad  categories.  |£ 
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1)  Environmental  Health 

2)  Health  Manpower 

3)  Health  Facilities 

4)  Personal  Health  Services 

5)  Areawido  Planning  - 

The  state  has  been  divided  into  5  areawide.  CHP  districts.   Each  of  the  5 
areas  has  been  officially  recognized  by  the  state  program.   Considerable 
effort  is  made  by  the  state  to  assist  the  areawide  organizations  in  their 
program. 
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2}   Authority 

U.  S.  Public  Law  89-749  -  Establishes  Comprehensive  Health  Planning 

69-4110,  RCM  1947  -  Designates  the  State  Department  of  Health  as  the 
official  agency  for  Comprehensive  Health  Planning 

3)   This  program  is  administered  by  the  Comprehensive  Health  Planning  Division. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  SCIENCES 

1)   The  Department  has  the  responsibility  of  insuring  that  people  have  a 
livable  and  wholesome  environment. 

All  elements  of  the  program  include  standards  setting  and  regulations 
established  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences;  issuance 
of  permits;  inspections,  investigation  of  complaints;  monitoring  and  en- 
forcement.  The  air  and  water  quality  program  elements  are  approved  by 
the  Federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency.   Federal  standards  must  be 
met  by  the  state. 

There  are  local  air  pollution  control  programs  at  Great  Falls,  Billings 
and  Missoula.   These  programs  are  supervised  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment . 

Industries  that  install  air  cleaning  equipment  are  allowed  to  have  that 
portion  of  their  plant  placed  in  a  "class  seven"  category  for  tax  pur- 
poses.  The  Department  informs  the  Department  of  Revenue  what  amounts 
that  can  be  properly  classified. 

"Resident  Observers"  are  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  to  report  smoke 
conditions  to  th,  Department. 

The  federal  Department  of  Labor  has  pre-empted  the  state  in  the  occupational 
health  and  safety  field.   Pending  outcome  of  a  federal  planning  grant  the 
Department  will  continue  to  investigate  complaints  and  accompany  federal 
inspectors  on  their  visits. 

Radiological  health  protection  is  accomplished  by  the  registration  and 
supervision  of  all  sources  of  ionizing  radiation  except  those  licensed 
by  the  Federal  Atomic  Energy  Commission.   The  Department  also  sup^  H/ises 
sources  of  non-ionizing  radiation  from  lasers,  microwaves  and  ultra-violet 
light. 

Water  quality  control  was  transferred  from  the  Water  Pollution  Control 
Council  to  the  Department  effective  July  1,  1971.   The  Department  had  al- 
ways had  administrative  responsibility,  but  the  quasi-legislative  and 
judicial  functions  have  been  removed  from  the  Council  and  given  to  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences.   The  Council  will  continue 
to  exist  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Under  the  "multiple-use"  concept  all  streams  and  major  lakes  are  classified 
as  to  intended  use.   Any  discharge  into  a  watercourse  must  receive  a  permit 
from  the  Department.   There  is   a  duplication  in  that  most  discharges  into 
streams  must  also  receive  a  permit  from  the  U.S. Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 
The  Department  processes  these  permits  also.

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The  Department  participates  in  river  basin  and  regional  water  planning. 

The  Department  accepts,  processes  and  approves  applications  for  federal 
and  state  grants  for  construction  of  municipal  sewage  collection  and! 
treatment  systems.  W.

The  Department  supervises  all  water  supplies  that  serve  ten  (10)  or  more 
families.   Such  public  water  supplies  are  periodically  tested  for  con- 
f   formity  with  drinking  water  standards. 

Construction  plans  for  wells,  treatment  plants  and  distribution  systems 
are  reviewed  and  approved . 

Any  person  wishing  to  sub-divide  any  tract  of  land  into  two  or  more 
parcels  of  land  having  five  (5)  or  less  acres  in  size  must  have  approval 
from  the  Department  to  waiver  a  safe  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal 
system. 

Effective  July  1,  1971,  the  Water  &  Wastewater  Operators  Certification 
Board  was  made  into  an  advisory  council  and  the  statutory  responsibilities 
transferred  to  the  Department.  All  persons  in  charge  of  the  operation  of 
a  water  treatment  plant,  water  distribution  system,  or  wastewater  treat- 
ment plant  must  possess  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Department. 

The  Department  approves  plans  for  new  construction  and  annually  licenses 
all  public  swimming  pools. 

Any  establishment  serving  food  or  drink  to  the  public  must  be  licensed  by 
the  Department.   The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  establishment 
of  food  standards  (except  for  milk  and  milk  products)  and  for  the  labeling 
of  food,  drugs  &  cosmetics.   In  the  case  of  bread  and  flour  certain  vita- 
min and  mineral  ingredients  are  required. 

A  variety  of  public  accommodations  are  licensed  by  the  Department.   These 
include  hotels,  motels,  tourist  campgrounds,  trailer  courts,  and  recreation 
and  labor  camps. 

Public  schools  are  not  licensed,  but  the  school  environment  is  supervised 
by  the  Department  and  school  building  plans  are  approved. 

The  1971  legislature  added  jails  to  the  list  of  public  places  which  the  De- 
partment has  authority  to  supervise  for  sanitary  conditions. 

Solid  waste  control  is  the  term  to  describe  the  proper  disposal  of  garbage, 
trash,  and  rubbish.   Disposal  sites  are  licensed  by  the  Department. 
Priorities  have  been  established  to  have  the  larger  municipalities  dispose 
in  sanitary  landfills. 

Pesticide  control  is  the  primary  responsibility  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  and  the  Fish 
and  Game  Department  review  all  applications  for  pesticide  registration. 
The  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  has  a  federal  grant  to 
assist  the  state  in  developing  good  pesticide  control  practices. 
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Vectors  are  organisms,  usually  insects,  which  can  transmit  diseases  toj 
people.   The  primary  vector  control  activity  is  against  mosquitoes.   The 
Department  monitors  mosquito  populations  for  presence  of  virus  encephal- 
itis and  advises  communities  on  control  procedures. 

\ 
Persons  manufacturing  or  selling  mattresses  are  required  to  label  a  de- 
scription of  the  contents.  Used  mattresses  must  be  sterilized.   The  De- 
partment's responsibility  goes  by  the  name  of  "shoddy  control". 

Any  person  who  is  in  the  business  of  cleaning  cesspools,  septic  tanks, 
or  privies,  is  required  to  have  a  license"  issued  by  the  Department.   In 
addition,  such  persons  must  obtain  a  permit  from  the  local  health  officer 
for  each  cleaning  operation. 

At  all  times  the  Department  receives  and  investigates  nuisance  complaints. 

The  Department  supervises  and  assists  local  sanitarians  employed  by  cities 
and  counties.  Much  of  the  state's  environmental  responsibility  is  carried 
out  by  these  local  sanitarians. 

The  State  Sanitarians'  Registration  Council  has  been  made  into  an  advisory 
body  and  the  legal  responsibilities  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences.

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The  Department  promotes  and,  in  part,  subsidizes  well-child  conferences'. 
There  are  clinics  in  which  infants  and  young  children  are  examined  and 
their  health  status  supervised  by  public  health  nurses  and  pediatricians. 
This  service  is  intended  for  medically  indigent  families  who  would 
probably  not  otherwise  have  their  children  under  medical  supervision. 

The  health  of  the  school  aged  child  is  a  joint  responsibility  of  the  De- 
partment of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  and  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.   Program  decisions  are  discussed 
and  recommendations  made  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  departments. 

The  Department  assists  communities  and  trains  volunteers  to  do  vision 
screening  clinics  of  young  children.   Parents  of  children  with  suspected 
amblyopia  or  loss  of  visual  acuity  are  told  that  a  further  check-up  is 
needed  by  an  eye  specialist. 

While  providing  few  direct  services,  the  Department  strives  to  improve 
the  dental  health  of  citizens  by  promoting  fluoridation  of  public  water 
supplies,  education,  community  surveys  and  demonstrations.   Some  demon- 
strations involve  direct  dental  care  such  as  the  Boulder  River  School 
in  which  dentists  give  dental  care  to  the  inmates  as  part  of  their 
training  in  dentistry  of  the  mentally  retarded. 

The  Department  is  the  coordinating  agency  for  alcohol  and  drug  dependence 
activities  in  the  state.   It  does  this  by  promotion  of  community  planning; 
technical  assistance;  identification  of  resources;  drug  information  and 
identification;  development  of  funding;  project  application  review, 
criticism  and  endorsement;  and  public  education. 

The  Department  promotes  the  prevention  of  disease  and  disability  through: 

a)   Reducing  accidents  by  public  education. 


b)  Early  diagnosis  of  chronic  diseases  by  conducting  screening  for  heart 
dit  :ase,  diabetes,  glaucoma  and  other  remedial  conditions. 

c)  Control  of  communicable  disease  by  early  casefinding,  immunizations, 
and' epidemiological  investigations.   Special  attention  is  given  to 
tuberculosis  and  venereal  disease  because  of  their  public  health 
significance. 

A  special  project  is  provided  for  giving  migrant  sugar  beet  workers 
medical  services  during  their  short  stay  in  Montana. 

The  Department  contracts  with  the  Western  Interstate  Commission  for 
Higher  Education  to  operate  the  Montana  Tumor  Registry.   Hospital  records 
of  cancer  patients  are  collected  and  tabulated  by  the  Department.   Through 
computer  services  of  the  University  of  Utah,  cancer  information  is  com- 
puted by  various  parameters  and. given  back  to  physicians  and  hospitals.
